Militancy is now confined to the leaders and 
the few wild women referred to above. Fifteen months ago there were 
'W. nuffragetta under sentence for militant outrages; to-day there are on- 
ly 21, including 12 who are temporarily r»leased uuder the Cat and Mouse 
Act. Or the nine in prison, 7 are taking their food regularly. The 21 
comprise the leaders and » few halt mail fanatical women who would 
commit any outrage. A year sue the s'sff at the central offices of the 
Women's Social «nd Political Union numbered more than 200. Now few- 
er than 60 are engaged." 

The sinews of war, too, have tailed. Money, fine clothes, and 
social recognition are no l.iuger lavishod on those whose only ap- 
parent merit lay in their feailess and persistent utterance of the 
war-cry, "Votej! for Womeo.'' 

'•Subscriptions generally have fallen off, and the union now h»s to 
rely on a few wealthy subsenbera who come to give it ftid in difficulties. 
The expense of maintaining the organization In full woiking order is over 
600 lbs a week. Above all. the flow of subscriptions from erstwhile sym- 
pathisers up ftnd ilowa the country has ceased, la r gely because of Mr. 
Kobkio's warning that subscribers mi,. ht be liable to prosecution, and 
beoftuse of the fear thftt the funds of tbe union might be liable ./or dam- 
age committed bv militants. Heiice the present desperate ftppeftls for 
money. Tbe police authorities do not believe thftt any extenalve suflra- 
gette arsenals' now exist In London, or that there is any wide-spread 
Miflragette plot against public safety."

TURTLE 800 YEARS OLD 

Resident In New York Will 
Given Home in Central Park. 



New York, Aug. 10.— The old- 
est resident of New York, if not 
of the whole country, has just 
taken op his abode here. Hit 
age is given as 800 years and hit 
residence will be in the Central 
Park Zoo. He is known as the 
"Old Man of the Pacific," and 
is an enormous deep sea turtle. 
His age was fignrrd out from the 
sixteen squares markel on the 
top of hit shell. Each square 
was said so represent fifty years. 
The turtle weighs 464 pounds, 
and is 6 feet 8 iuches long from 
tip of uote to tip of tail. He 
wat brought here from tbe Cali- 
fornia coast on a tramp steamer 
and aold to a man who thought 
it a prize for Central Park. Two 
policemen aud two managerie 
keepera got upon the turtle'a 
back when it arrived at the me- 
nagerie aud it carried them 
several yards. A policeman 
poked him with his club and he 
bit the club in two. Hi- mouth ia 
tix incbet acrots. 



"A remarkable change has been made apparent lately In tbe temper 
of local Liberal organisations in the matter. No resolutions in favor of 
woman-suffrage are now being seen up from these to the National Lib 
•ral Federation, whereas formerly there were many. A number of local 
women's Liberal associations have alao changed tbe corporate opinions 
from pro to antl on the issue. 

"Among prominent Liberals throughout the Kiagdom, a careful and 
extensive Inquiry has been conducted as to their views, and the returns 
show that there is a majority of two to one against granting the vote to 
women. In face of this change of feeling, Lideral members who were 
once supporters of the movement are oow apathetic." 

This, however, by no means signifies that the movement for 
women's suffrage ia dead in England. Quite the contrary is the 
case. The Loudon Daily Chronicle announces "the formation of 
the first Liberal organization founded solely for the extension of 
the suffrage to women." 

"Henceforth these workers, and those Liberal women throughout the 
country who agree wltb them, will refuse to regard a candidate as a Lib 
eral candidate who is opposed to women enjoying political freedom, and 
will not assist his return to Parliament 

"The new movement will receive a large measure of support, and is 
calculated to help candidates who have an 'open mind' on 'votes for 
women' to come to a definite decision."
